To the Tax-payers of Bristol :— 


In compliance with your vote of instructions passed at the 
last annual meeting, the board of Selectmen make the following 
recommendations and suggestions : 


For town expenses we recommend you to raise the sum of 
two thousand dollars. This amount will pay the necessary ex- 
penses of the town and should leave a balance to apply on the 
town debt. 

For highways and bridges we recommend you to raise a tax 
equal to one half of one per cent. of your valuation, the same 
to be levied as a money tax, all tax-payers to have the privilege 
of working their highway tax and to be allowed the current 
price for similar labor, if their work is needed before October 
lst, otherwise the tax to be collectedin money. If the town 
allows more per day, when taxes are being worked, than 
such labor commands, the larger tax-payers reap the ben- 
efit, and no money can be collected from the highway tax 
with which to pay for skilled labor. Some part of the highway 
tax should in equity be expended yearly in improving the side- 
walks, also in laying sewers, which are becoming more necessa- 
ry each year. During the past year strict economy has been 
practiced in the management of the highways and bridges, yet 
the cost of their maintenance has exceeded the amount of the 
highway tax by sixteen hundred dollars. We call your atten- 
tion to the fact that it will be economy as well as a great im- 
provement to our thriving town to gradually replace the bridges 
over Newfound river by structures more permanent than the 
wooden bridges now in use. It is the opinion of your select- 
men that iron bridges with concrete roadways are the most de- 
sirable bridge at present known. We hope to be able to give 
you the estimated cost of several such bridges before you fix 
the amount of money to be raised for the ensuing year.

FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1887. 


In conformity with the law the School Board submit their 
annual report. 

We have not been able to have but one term of school in any 
of the districts, and that only ten weeks in length, except in No. 
1, where, by uniting with two small districts in Hill, we were 
enabled to have two terms. We think those districts ought to 
be united and either repair the school-house, which is in very 
bad condition, or build a new one, and then we might have a 
good school there. 

We think our schools for the past year have been very suc- 
cessful, considering the short time they have been in session. 
The scholars seemed to try to make the most of their limited 
privileges, but ten weeks in a year is very little schooling, and 
it seems to us that we ought to raise money enough for two 
terms, at least. We are far behind other towns in this respect, 
and we sincerely hope that the district will, in the future, raise 
money enough for two terms. 


Union District No. 1. 


The spring term was taught by Mrs. Atmepa M. Curticr, 
one of the very best of teachers. Term very successful. 

Fall term taught by Miss Bertua O. Cawtry. She isa good 
teacher, and will soon rank with the very best. Roll of honor: 
First term, Channing Axtell, Minnie E. Ballou, Mabel A. Cur- 
ice, Abba A. Curtice, Lizzie M. Kelley. 


District No. 4. 


This school of ten weeks was taught by Miss Maup Hearn.

UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Although in reviewing the work of this school during the year now 
ending it may appear that some mistakes have been made in the admin- 
istration of our office, yet, on the whole, the outcome of the year’s 
work is inahigh degree satisfactory, and we present our report with the 
assurance that the school has fully maintained its former standard of ex- 
cellence. We are of the opinion that the instruction of the school has 
been thorough, the discipline generally good, and the progress made in 
the studies pursued commendable. 

By a re-arrangement of classes the crowded condition of the Primary 
department has been relieved so that the entire school has been well 
accommodated in the school building. 

Only such repairs have been made on the school property as were 
necessary for its preservation and for the comfort and efficiency of the 
school, but it is evident that more general repairs will be needed in the 
near future. 

The debt of the district has received our careful consideration, and a 
considerable reduction has been made thereon. A detailed statement 
of the financial condition of the district will appear in the Treasurer’s 
report. . 

But one change in text-books has been made, and that in the Inter- 
mediate department. The courses of study for the several depart- 
ments and the list of regulations for the entire school have been care- 
fully revised, and printed in sufficient numbers for distribution among 
the patrons of the school. The number of pupils enrolled compares 
favorably with the enrollment of the previous year. The attendance 
has been good, and the deportment of the school has been, with few 
exceptions, praiseworthy. 

Our observations during the year persuade us that the present meth- 
od of heating the school building is not in the line of good economy, 
neither is it the best for the health and comfort of the school. By the 
present arrangement a large amount of fuel is consumed producing a 
varying condition of heat and cold in violation of the plainest laws of 
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hygiene, while the smoke, dust and confusion, incident to kindling and 
replenishing the fires, are decidedly unfavorable to a condition of tidi- 
ness, good order and comfort in the school building. This condition 
of things might be largely, if not wholly, avoided by heat generated 
by a single fire in the basement and distributed uniformly throughout 
the building. Weare also of the opinion that a moderate amount of 
suitable apparatus would add much interest and profit to the speed of 
Natural Philosophy. 

We invite more particular attention to the school by departments as 


follows: 
PRIMARY DEPARTMENT—TEACHER, Miss E. A. NELSON. 


Miss Nelson is an enthusiast in her department, and is grandly suc- 
cessful in her work. This is saying a great deal but not too much. 
She is the right person in the right place. The attendance during the 
winter term has been seriously disturbed by the prevalence of whoop- 
ing cough. Pupils attending Spring term: Whole number, 54; daily 
average, 48; Fall term: Whole number, 57; daily average, 41; Winter 
term: Whole number, 47; daily average, 33. Roll of honor: Birdie 
Lucas, Von Wheet, Charlie Dickinson. ; 


INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT—TEACHERS, Miss LuELLA J. LOCKE, AND 
Mrs. K. E. DEARBORN. 


Miss Locke is very efficient, both in discipline and instruction. She 
responded well to the work of her department, and merits commenda- 
tion. Atthecloseof thefallterm sheresigned her position here for a 
more lucrative situation in another school. Mrs. Dearborn was em- 
ployed for the winter term. A large and succesful experience in teach- 
ing enabled her at once to make herself at home in the school-room. 
That she did good work the results of her labors amply testify. It is 
enough to say that this department suffered no detriment from the 
change of teachers.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 


—_—_—_—__—- 


The Trustees of the Library submit herewith their report to 
the town. We do this with much gratification in view of the 
successful record of another year. Atour annual examination 
of the Library Feb. 2, we found that the books have, as a 
whole, been well used and also that not a book had been lost 
during the whole time the library has been open to the public. 

Of the funds obtained for the purchase of books, about $100 
remained at the beginning of the year. Most of this has been 
expended in the purchase of books, a list of which is given at 
the close of this report. The list seems to us very meagre, but 
with the limited funds at our command, it could not be other- 
wise. ‘The Librarian reports that the number of library cards 
issued the present year is 117, thus making the total number of 
persons drawing books 597. The number of books issued dur- 
ing the year was 9685. It will thus be seen that there is a 
gain in circulation over last year of 1664. This wonld seem to 
indicate the permanent place in the community which the insti- 
tution has taken. The amount received at the library for fines, 
&¢., was upwards of $28. The librarian also reports an in- 
creasing demand for books of the better class—such authors as 
Mrs. Stowe and Miss Alcott. We expect in the years to come 
a greater prominence for such names as Geo. Eliot, Victor 
Hugo, Hawthorne, Emerson. 

We would call the attention of our citizen to the fact that, in 
order to meet the wants of its patrons and to maintain it as a 
well-ordered Public Library, it is necessary that books be ad- 
ded from time to time. It will be self-evident upon reflection 
that books of recent publication in all departments, current 
numbers of the various serials, magazines, &c.,—these and such 
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as these should be added from year to year. ‘The reading pub- 
lic represented in our town require that we keep abreast of the 
times. To do this it is our judgment that at least $10Q, 
annually, is desirable and necessary. And when our citizens 
consider the smallness of the amount which each would be re- 
quired to pay, and the benefit which they would receive, we 


confidently expect that the sum will be readily given.
